Sometimes 1 don't liko thu lools of. tho pro- 
posed purchaser, but do not always care to 
refuse in such cases, fearing to provoke tlic 
anger of ity older customer. Tho furniture 
is bought, SOO, perhaps, being paid down on a 
$SOO parlor set. 
Tho nmu pays two or t'.irco 


installments, and then I don't hear from him 
for a few ruooths. I send my agent around 
and bo finds that tho man has closed his, 
houso aad gone into tho country or to the 
east, or perbaps he has lost his situation, is 
sic-k, or somelhi ng of that sort. Two or three 
years elapse, beforo tho payment of tho last 
installment; and then again' I consider my- 
self in luck, perhaps, if I got one-halt of tho 
$3UO, or if I am uble to get back the scratched 
mid worn furniture nnd sell it as second-haud 
goods/1 


"But all of that is tho dark sides of the 


question," suggested the reporter. "Xhero 
are paying customers under • tho system, of 
course-l!' 


"Oh, to be suro; but tlio losses'and risk on 


the others more than mako up for tho good 
customers. I insist on it, tho installment 
plan is a fraud on furniture men." 


BGY.IXG BOOKS O^ TIME. 


A large book flrnl was next visited. Ono 


of its members said to tha reporter: 


"Of course wo would like it better if every- 


body paid cash for their books instead of 
oking out to ns driblets each week or mouth, 
but tho book ugonts and not tho customers 
iU-o at fault in that matter, as it is made ono 
ot tho leading inducements nowadays, when 
books aro ollered for sale, that 51 a week or 
loss will bo taken on them, and tho remain- 
der to bo paid in small installuic-iite, thut 
they may bo leftintho handsof.pui'diasorson 
those terms. It is a false system. Tho idea 
that a man can't pay down tho cash price, o£ 
a book without putting himself and our co: - 
lectors to tho great trouble of weekly or 
monthly payments is. I think, almost ridicu- 
lous. But still such u fashion obtains iu tho 


ricteenth century-" 
T.-n popularity of tho installment plan with 


tLo public is s'hown iu various other wuys be- 
bides thoso mentioned above. Sometimes a 
suit of clothes becomes pretty well wam 
beforo the last installment is paid thereon by 
the wearer to the obliging kuight of tho 
shears. Sowing machines aro generally paid 
lor by tho middle claw at tho rate of $3 a 
month, pianos at SIO, and sometimes lower 
for cheap instruments. Forhaps tbo most 
benefit derived from tho plan by tho indus- 
trious and economical representatives oi the 
working class lies io their ability to secure 
comfortable homes of their own by the pay- 
ment of small sums monthly to land and 
house agents. In many cases peoplo mivo 
thus acquired valuable property wuo would 
otherwise have uover bocomo the possessors 
of lots or buildings.
